2 AND BIBLIOGRAPHIC MARC Tag 264 has g.p.0.
3 OR BIBLIOGRAPHIC Location starts with K
4 AND BIBLIOGRAPHIC MARC Tag 264 has washington

Method 4: This is the no non-sense, do-it-the-hard-way method. It may be a good
starting point, if you have no other starting place. Using the library’s selection

profile from Item Lister and the list of GPO Item Numbers, you could find titles or

SuDoc numbers and search for that information in the ILS.
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
